Measure Now Pending in 
Legislature Advocated by 
Board President Gaines. 


Pointing out that 85 per cent of 
‘the revenue received and handled b 
the Fulton county commission “is 
Atlanta money, paid in by Atlanta 
people,” W. W. Gaines, president of 
the Atlanta board of education, in a 
Statement made public Sunday urged 
adoption of the bill pending in the 
iietahastia which would authorize the 
county to make direct apropriations to 
the city education system. 

| In his statement, Mr. Gaines point- 
ed out that city school systems gen- 
| erally throughout the United States 
are financed in part out of state 
[and county taxes, and_ cites the. re- 
cent address of Mayor James L. Key 
at Chattanooga, in which the Atlanta 
chief magistrate referred to Chatta- 
nooga’s schools receiving financial aid 
from Hamilton county, Tennessee, 

The statement follows: 

“There is a bill pending before the 
legislature at this time the purpose 
of which is to authorize the board 
of county commissioners of Fulton 
county to make direct appropriations 
to the Atlanta board of education in 
aid of the Atlanta school system. The 
‘board of commissioners has not the 
legal right at this time to make stch 
an appropriation to the city schools. 
It was given the right two years ago 
by the legislature to make direct ap- 
propriations to the county schools, 
and since that time it has made ap- 
propriations to the county schools, Our 
bill is to give them the right to make 
such appropriations to the . city 
schools, also. 


“This surely is nothing but fair. 
Most of the money that the county 
commissioners handle comes out of 
the city of Atlanta. Eighty-five per 
cent of their money is Atlanta money, 
paid in by Atlanta people. Why 
should not the Atlanta schools re- 
ceive a part of it just the same as 
the county schools? This bill is to put 
the two schools on a parity before 
the county commissioners. Why 
should not the two systems be treat- 
ed alike? We are not seeking to 
take a penny away from the revenues 
of the county school system. I am 
sure that they need all of the reve- 
nue they receive and more. The bill 
is merely to make both school sys- 
tems alike the beneficiaries of the 
county board of commissioners. 

“City school systems very gener- 
ally over the country are financed in 
part out of the state and county 
taxes in counties in which they are 
situated. The city school system of 
Birmingham receives $1,066,000 from 
the county: Memphis $773,000; 
Nashville $623,000; Los Angeles $7,- 
813,000; Oakland $1,574,000; Denver 
$1,061,000; Dayton $1,564,000; Port- 
land $1,426,000. 

“Mayor James L. Key, who was 
recently*in Chattanooga, tells us that 
the Chattanooga school system _re- 
ceives $750,000 from Hamilton 
county. 

“The bill was drawn by School 
Commissioner C. O. Johnson, of the 
eleventh ward, and myself. It was 
drawn with the approval of all of the 
Atlanta school board members in the 
city.”

tions to church causes for the year 
ending March 31, 1931, as compared 
with the preceding year, was report- 
ed today by the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America. 

In making public the annual statis- 
tical review, Dr, Lewis Seymour 
Mudge, stated clerk of the general as- 
sembly, said the decline reflected the 
general financial depression. 

Total contributions were $58,171.- 
381. It was the first time since 1925 
they had fallen below $60,000,000. 
The major decrease was that of 
$4,079,496 in local congregational re- 
ceipts. 

An increase of 15,023 was reported 
in the communicant membership, 
which at the end of March totaled 
1,999,131. The total Sunday school 
membership was 1,620,496, an _ in- 
crease of 24,466. ; 

All Presbyterian statistics relating 
to membership, it was pointed out, 
are based solely on the number of 
communicants in good standing. 

For the first time since 1928 the 
number of ministers passed the 10,- 
000 mark, an increase of 27 bringing 
the number up to 10,014.

A Plan for Farmer Freedom in Georgia 
That Experts Have Approved. 


Several weeks ago I shot an arrow 
into the air from this column in the 
form of a suggestion that the people 


of Georgia 
should, 


in my 
opinion, vote a 
bond issue of 
$100,000,000 as 
a farm redemp- 
tion revolving 
fund. 

Since then I 
have received 
quite a sheaf of 
letters from 
farmers, bankers, 
credit agents and 
others, comment- 
ing upon the sug- 
gestion and most- 
ly in warm ap- 
proval of it. 

Several have asked that the scheme 
be more fully stated, with details of 
how it might be successfuly operated, 
and a forecast made of its probable 
results to the farm industry of the 
state. 

It surprised me that so many really 
earnest persons have shown this se- 
rious interest in what they say is a 
really feasible proposition. 

* * 


Farmers in Balls and Chains. 

What led me to the suggestion was 
the spectacle of the great mass of 
the farmers of Georgia struggling over 
their fields while wearing the balls and 
chains of mortgage debts which most 
of them are unable to pay and the 
interest on which eats up what might 
have been profits from their land and 
labor. 

L sought the figures and found that 
the farms of good old Georgia are 
mortgaged for more than $100,000,- 
000. The total as reported by the 
federal department of agriculture for 
January 1, 1928, was $683,000 more 
than a hundred million dollars, and 
certainly there has been no startling 
decrease of that sum by mortgage 
payments and releases in the mean- 
time. 

The great majority of those mort- 
gages, placed by local banks and 
agents, are owned by individuals and 
institutions outside the state, and the 
interest paid on them goes principal- 
ly to enrich those outsiders. The in- 
terest and other costs of those mort- 
gage debts are figured to reach close 
to $10,000,000 per year. 

* 


Debts Are Depopulating Farms. 
*\lany persons have wondered why 
55.134 farms went out of business in 
Georgia between 1920 and 1930, 

It is my candid belief that most 
of those farms failed because of the 
inability of their owners to carry 
their mortgage debts, plus the other 
charges of taxes, repairs, and living 
costs. 

I do know of one bank in the state 
of Vermont that has foreclosed upon 
over 300 farms in a single small area 
in middle Georgia within the last five 
years, I had the facts from the pres- 
ident of the bank who had come down 
here to find out what could be done 
with those farms to earn the interest 
due to the bank’s clients and the taxes 
due to the county and: state. 


That is but one case, though I am} 


assured by competent authorities that 
there are hundreds like it all over the 
state. 

It is a system that is tending stead- 
ily to depepulate our farms, decrease 
their values, and convert our tenant 
plan into a form of galvanized peon- 
age. 

a * - 


Let the State Save the Farms. 


The plan that I favor is for the 
people of the state to use their credit 


Lto the extent of $100,000,000 to take 


over the mortgages of all the worth- 
while farms in the state, The bonds 
could be sold at a much lower rate 
of interest than the farmers are now 
paying to mortgage bankers and loan 
companies. 

Indeed, I am told by eminent bank- 
ers that the state could get the money 
for this particular purpose on terms 
that would énable her to lend the re- 
volving fund to her farmers for as 
low as 6 per cent, and that rate would 
pay interest, ordinary defaults, and 
the overhead of competent and safe 
administration. 

From it also sufficient advances 
could be made to acceptable farmers 
to finance their operations for a year 
ahead on a cash basis. That would 
enable them to accumulate a surplus 
fund to carry them forward in like 
manner for succeeding years, releas- 
ing them from supply profiteers. 


The Plan Is Demonstrated. 

What has been done by the fed- 
eral government in lending to farm- 
ers through the land banks and from 
relief funds to flood and drouth-deso- 
lated farmers, shows that such a 
fund can be safely and beneficially ad- 
ministered, 

Through a state farm board, com- 
posed of able and experienced men in 
finance and farming, and through the 
state’s bank depositories over the com- 
monwealth. the revolving fund could 
be loaned and collected with only min- 
imum chance of losses. 

The farmer's land and crop would 
be under full lien to the state, could 
not be further legally pledged, and 
from his operations on the most favor- 
able and business-like terms, he could 
pay the interest on the loans easily 
and a proper percentage to amortize 
the principal of the bond issue of the 
state.

Approved by Finance Experts. 

I do not pretend to. the expert 
knowledge of finance or farming nec- 
essary to organize the system I have 
suggested, but I have submitted the 
main points to eminent financiers in 
Georgia and at Washington city. They 
have assured me that. it is a feasible 
and workable plan, and worthy the 
earnest consideration of the people 
of any agricultural state. 

It would make the farmers. of 
Georgia debtors to themselves as part 
of the whole people instead of the 
subjects of foreign mortgage prof- 
iteers. It would finance them into 
freedom from the local credit men 
for food, feed and family supplies. 

The state would _ Safe as the 
bonds would be met by the farmer 
heneficiaries and Georgia would again 
be a free and prosperous state.

day the sacrifice of a young mother 
anywhere or in any’ circumstances 
makes me swearing mad at the con- 
ditions I deem responsible for most 
such fatalities. 

The first young mother at whose 
sacrifice I assisted was the victim of 
sheer panic. Her physician, a good 
faithful man with the finest prin- 
ciples, lost his head in a grave emer- 
gency and—simply did the wrong 
thing at the right time. I1 was ad- 
ministering the anesthetic. When I 
heard the doctor say what he had 
done—well, I’ve often thought about 
this and debated with myself wheth- 
er I was right in keeping silent. On 
the whole I believe 1 was right, for 
the mistake could not be corrected and 
knowledge of it would have caused 
great unhappiness to many. 

The second mother I lost had 
eclampsia—convulsions superinduced 
by kidney disease. Inherent dishon- 
esty in the family had a_ bearing 
ou this fatality, I think. The peopie 
were the meanest kind of dead beats 
—that is, they could pay a reasonable 
doctor bill but would not until they 
had to. They preferred to enjoy va- 
rious luxuries. When the expectant 
mother realized arrangements must be 
made she did not go to her own physi- 
cian but called upon a new one for 
such care or advice as she thought 
she required. Not till the eclampsia 
developed did the family call the rez- 
ular physician, Perhaps it made no 
difference, but still I think early and 
regular urinalysis would have given 
warning and indicated different treat- 
ment which might have brought the 
patient through. 

The third death was also from 
eclampsia, in a second childbirth. The 
first childbirth had been normal; the 
expectant mother had placed herself 
under medical direetion early and had 
followed instructions faithfully. She 
was of Polish parentage, and with the 
advent of the second baby she listened 
to the urge of friends who thought it 
foolish to pay a doctor when a mid- 
wife could be had at a considerable 
saving. So this time the doctor was 
summoned only after convulsions had 
actually occurred. 

The last mother sacrificed was of 
Swedish parentage and had borne one 
child without trouble. She and her 
maiden sisters were all of better than 
ordinary intelligence. Late in her ex- 
pectancy she developed an “ulcerated” 
tooth—that is, abscess around the root 
of a tooth, alveolar abscess. Physician 
urged immediate extraction by dentist. 
Relatives assured her such treatment 
would be dangerous. She put off the 
seance with the dentist. She put it 
off a little too long. Systemic infee- 
tion developed and pneumonia made 
further attention to the tooth unneces- 
sary. I believe, but of course I do not 
know, that prompt extraction or other 
dental treatment to drain the abscess, 
would have saved the woman's life.

Carnegie Foundation Re- 
port Flays Activities of 


“Political Colonels.” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Denuncia- 
tion of the pension policies of the 
G: A. R. and the American Legion is 
contained in a report issued today by 
the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad-' 
vancement of Teaching. 

Henry S. Pritchett, president of 
the foundation, in his section of the 
report, departed from an analysis of 
the organization's 25 years of activity 
to discuss “patriotism, pensions and 
politics.” 

He labeled as “political colonels” 
those members of the G. A. RK. and 
American Legion who worked for pen- 
sions and bonus legislation, and said 
an ex-service man who accepted a 
bonus or pension, unless his. health 
or earning power had been affected, 
had “abendond his position as a pa- 
triot.”’ 

He said the G. A. R. “politicians” 
had found an easy mark in congress | 
and “not only obtained pensions for 
thousands who ought never to have, 
had them, but obtained other privi-| 
leges which no ex-soldier should have 
asked for.” : 

He said it was assumed during the 
World War that the insurance pro-, 
vided by the government for soldiers 
would “prevent pension raids on the | 
treasury in behalf of veterans such 
as followed the Civil War.” 

After praising Presidents 
and Hoover for their bonus law ve- 
toes, Mr. Pritchett said the passing 
hy the senate of the legislation vetoed 
hy President Hoover was ‘“‘an exhibi- 
tion of reckless disregard for the in- 
teresis of the people such as congress 
has seldom shown. 

A survey by the foundation of den- 
tal schools revealed a steady decrease 
in attendance, from 13,000 in 1922- 
~-* to less than 8,000 in 1929-30. 

In a discussion of requirements for 
admission to the bar in various 
states, the foundation report said: 

“The relatively poor showing made 
by legislators in prescribing details | 
for admitting to the bar is doubtless | 
due in part to the fact that they lend 
# more sympathetic ear than do the 
judges in arguments against raising 
standards, The prime need of states. 
embarrassed by statutes providing an-. 
fiquated machinery and_ restricted 
rules is remedial legislation.

Stuff That Games 
Are Made Of 


| Every bridge player knows that 
| making of games quite often rests on 
'some action of the adversaries. An 
| unwise choice of a lead or the inad- 
visable return of a suit frequently 
spells the difference between a made 
contract and a lost one. 

Opening leads with weak hands are 
'generally matters of particular diffi- 
| culty. It is a hard choice that the 

senior adversary faces when he has 
'to make a selection of a lead when 
‘all are bad. In these conditions, lead- 
ing from cards in sequence, that is, 
such combinations as 10 9.8, when 
partner has done nothing to suggest | 
a better lead, is generally considered | 
the course best calculated to preserve 
the trick-taking possibilities of the de- | 
fending hands. Under these condi- | 
tions, at best, the burden of the lead 
is an evil and who can blame a play- 
er if instead of choosing the lesser 
evil, he unwittingly selects the 
greater. 

In a team duplicate match in New | 
York city recently, in which some of | 
the strongest combinations participat- 
ed in preparation for the summer con- 
gress of the American Bridge League, | 
the hand below presented to many, 
teams questions of particular diffi-| 
culty, both as regurds the bidding and 
the choice of an opening lead.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(UP) 
The democratic national committee, 
through Jouett Shouse, chairman of 
its executive committee, today spoke 
out to demand that President Hoo- 
ver reveal exact details of his re- 
ported “plan” to deal with next win- 
ter’s unemployment distress. 

“What the country is entitled to 
from the president is some positive ac- 
tion and less theoretical investiga- 
tion,” Shouse said. 

The democratic statement was due 
to growing comment regarding recent 
White House statements about the 
unemployment situation, and to com- 
ments of republican leaders individ- 
ually. 

Meanwhile the labor department's 
monthly report on pay rolls and work 
showed a two per cent drop in em- 
ployment in 15 major industries and 
a 4.8 per cent decrease in pay roll 
totals during July. Ten of the in- 
dustries, including manufacturing, the 
largest, showed added unemployment 
during the month. :
